hundred and forty-six directors were 
present. 
Every district was repre- 


sented. The meeting was held in the 
court house and was called to order by 
Superintendent Wright at 1 10 p m 
H. Frank Gump, of Everett.nominated 
E. M. Peunell, Esq , of Bedford, for 
chairman of the meeting and Mr. Pen- 
nell was elected by acclamation. In 
a brief address President Pennell said 
he deemed it a high compliment to 
preside at a meeting of school direc- 
tors on such an 
important 
occa- 


sion. 
He commended the directors 


for their devotion to public edu- 
cation and their love for the public 
schools and declared that the com- 
mon school is the hope of the nat!on 
and the safeguard of republican insti- 
tutions. 


J. Scott Corle, of Bedford, named Dr. 


F. F. Ferry, of New Paris, for secreta- 
ry and he was elected without opposi- 
tion. W. A. Alexander, of Everett, 
and Walter Schell, of Schellsburg, 
were elected tellers. 


Nominations for county superintend- 


ent being next in order, W A Mc- 
Gregor, of Pleasantville, named Prof 
J. Anson Wright, of Bedford, and 
Htsry Steele, of Broad Top township, 
Prof. Henry H Brumbaugh, of Ilid- 
dlesburg. Prof. Wright was re-elected 
on the first ballot, receiving 17S votes 
to 5 for Prof. Brumbaugh. The an- 
nouncement of the result of the elec- 
tion was received with applause. In 
response to calls from the directors, 
Superintendent Wright made an admi- 
rable address. He spoke in part as 
follows : 


I know I shall be unable to express 


the gratitude I feel for the honor you 
have been pleased to confer upon me 
this day.

in the disbursement and application of 
this money to school purposes. It 
clothes you with a discretionary power 
in the management of school affairs 
such as few corporate bodies on the 
earth epjoy. And upon you is laid in 
no small measure not only the guard- 
ianship of the school interests of the 
people, but also the responsibility 
which attaches to a trust so moment- 
ous in importance. 
It is fortunate, therefore, that, as a 


rule, our directors are intelligent men, 
imbued with the true school spirit. 
It is important that every one of them 
shall evince tbe utmost concern for the 
cause of public education. 
With you, 


rather than with any official apparent- 
ly above you, lies the power of making 
the school an institution in accord 
with modern demands and ideals or of 
letting it dragalong scantily furnished 
and 
equipped, 
neglected, 
poorly 


taught, a relic of the past and a monu- 
ment to the indifference of the com- 
munity 
Not a dollar can be added to 


the teacher's salary without your vote 
i*ot a branch of study can be added to 
tbe curriculum without your consent. 
If any school house in your district is 
out of repair, and you are satisfied to 
leave it so, it will continue to stand 
shutterless, unpaintad, in need of a

a safe flue, 


no case for books, no shelves 


schools, but also for what I shall find 
pleasure in regarding as a vote of con- 
fidence at your hands. It wculd be an 
unwarranted and silly presumption on 
my part to assume from your vote that 
my administration of tbe 
office of 


county superintendent has been with- 
out its shortcomings. I prefer to feel, 
rather, tnat out of your sense of fair- 
ness,not to say generosity,ycu are will 
ing to concede, without condemning, 
that amccg mortals mistakes are habit 
even after tbe "most painstaking ef 
forts and despite the most sedulous 
care." 
Be would be a thoughtless 


man, indeed, and surely a rash man, 
who would enter upon tbe duties of tbe 
superintendence" in this county with- 
out some fear and trembling. To do 
so, he would have to forget that tbe 
welfare of eleven thousand school 
children depends in greater or less de- 
gree upon tbe fidelity and tbe efficien- 
cy with which he discharges those 
duties. 
The experience of tbe past 


three years has served to reveal to me 
more of tbe responsibility which at- 
taches to the supermtendeney than was 
ever before apparent. But while that 
exerience bas given clearer views of 
duty, it has also been reassuring 
It 


bas brought me face to face with hun- 
dreds of tbe earnest parents of Bed- 
ford county and has shown how anx 
ious and re'ady they are to aid in the 
advancement of public education. It 
bas introduced me to the three hun- 
dred and tbirty-two teachers who 
stand at the desk in our school rooms 
and bas made it clear that the large 
ma j ority, if not all, of these faitbiul 
workers are doing all that in them lii s 
to train and educate arigbt the chil- 
dren under their charge. It has taken 
me along the highways and even tbe 
byways of our one thousand square 
miles of territory and has permitted 
me to enter school houses day after day 
within reasonable 
distance of tb 


homes that nestle amopg the hills or 
adorn the landscape of our beautifu 
county, giving assurance, if any were 
needed, that net one of our eleven 
thousand school children is denied th 
advantages of a common school educa 
tion, if be wills or is permitted to re 
ecive it 
It bas brought me int 


touch with tbe two hundred and forty 
six school d'reetors of this county 
most of whom are laboring with hear 
and hand, with judgment and patience 
but without pecuniary compensation 
to promote the school interests of thei 
respective districts. Such an exper 
ence is calculated not only to train on 
to do the routine duties of his offic 
with greater ease and presumably wit 
greater dispatch, but, more than all, 
is mighty to inspire and encourage him 
in the larger work of instilling a deepe 
reverence for the common school an 
arousing a more lively interest in pop 
u'.ar education. 
This occasion aft'ouU us all th 


pleasure of meeting together. I ca 
siaro'ly resist the temptation to tak 
advantage of the opportunity to talk 
to you, or confer with you, with re- 
gard to many matters of vital import 
to the public schools. As I drive over 
the county I am often thinking what 
I may do, or what any one may do, to 
promote the efficiency of our schools. 
Whatever idea or plan may engage my 
attention, there comes a point in its 
evolution when my thoughts turn to 
you, the school directors of the coun-

much less than the smallest wage pos- 
sible to be given or taken. It is be- 
cause you bold such power in your 
bands" and I may add, such rare op- 


ortunities for valuable and lasting 
ublic service, that I ask of you not 
erely your hearty co operation in the 
reat work, tbe grand work, of giving 


the eleven thousand school children 
Bedford county tbe education to 
hich they are entitled and which they 
11 sorely need in this age of exacting 


ompetition, but also do I ask of you 
ie exercise of your own initiative, 
our own best judgment, which, I feel 
ertain, will help the schools quite as 
ueh as anv suggestion from without 
an do. * * * 
In conclusion I wish here to express 
y appreciation of tbe many excel- 
ent suggestions I have from time to 
me ree'ived from the directors of the 
ounty.

THE DEATH S U M M O N S 


Cornea to the Well-Known Naval Ollloer and 


the Popular Poet and Komanoer of 


the Mining Camps 


W. T SAMPSON.

W. T. Sampson, 
re tired, died at his 
home in Washing- 
ton, D C ,on Tues- 
day. The imme- 
diate c a u s e of 
death was a 
vere cerebral hem- 
orrhage. 


William Thom- 


as Sampson was born,February a, 1840 
at Palmyra, N. Y. He spent much of 
his boyhood tramping from farm house 
to farm house with his father, asking 
for a day's work. Between chores he 
studied. The boy's efforts to make the 
most of his slender opportunities for 
study attracted attention, and Con- 
gressman Morgan was p^suaded to 
appoint him a naval cadet in 1857 
Four years later, after a record in the 
naval academy that put him at the 
head of his class, he became a midship- 
man and went off to war. He got his 
lieutenant's commission in 18S2 He 
was on the ironclad Patapsco, of the 
South Atlantic blockading squadron, 
as executive ofScer when that vessel 
was blown up by a mine at Charleston, 
S. C., in 1865. Lieutenant Sampson 
narrowly escaped death, only 25 out of 
100 members of the crew being saved. 


After the war Sampson was at the 


naval academy for three years as an 
instructor and until late in 1373 cruised 
in European waters. In August, 1874, 
he was commissioned commander. 


He spent several years at sea aud at the 


naval observatory. He was superintend- 
ent of the naval academy f re in 1S86 to 
1880 
In 1893 ha beeime chief of the 


ordnance bureau. 
There was some 


surprise through the country, when it 
was announced in March, 1898, that if 
war with Spain be declared, the presi- 
dent would ask the senate to put 
Sampson, then a captain, at the head 
of the flset assembling at Key West 
The blockade of Havana, the bombard- 
ment of Sin Juan and the blockade of 
Santiago, which ended with the de 
struetion of the Spanish fleet,followed 
In July, 1898, Sampson received his 
eomm'ssion as commodore. March 3, 
1899, the naval reorgan:zjtion bill 
mide him a rear-admiral.

Francis Bret Harte was born in Al- 
bany, N. Y , August 25, 1339. He re- 
ceived only a common school educa- 
tion. His father, a professor in the 
Albany female college, died when the 
boy was quite young and in 1854 the 
family moved to California. 
Harte 


was raised in a rude mountain settle- 
ment and mingled with tbe rough 
characters whom he afterward so well 
portrayed in his stories. Bret Harte 
worked for some years at odd jobs, but 
was a constant reader. 
He walked 


from San Francisco to Souora and there 
opened a school, which was a failure. 
He then learned typesetting and 
worked in a little office in the mining 
town of Eureka. He worked in the 
mines and was for a time an express 
messenger. In 1857 he became a com

F. F. Ferry, of New Paris, for secreta- 
ry and he was elected without opposi- 
tion. W. A. Alexander, of Everett, 
and Walter Sohell, of Sehellsburg, 
were elected tellers. 


Nominations for county superintend- 


ent being next in order, W A Mc- 
Gregor, of Pleasantville, named Prof 
J. Anson Wright, of Bedford, and 
Htary Steele, of Broad Top township, 
Prof. Henry H. Brumbaugh, of Eid- 
dlesburg. Prof. Wright was re-elected 
on the first ballot, i eceivmg 173 votes 
to 5 for Prof. Brumbaugh. The an- 
nouncement of the result of the elec- 
tion was received with applause. In 
response to calls from the directors, 
Superintendent Wright made an admi- 
rable address. He spoke in part as 
follows:

I prefer to feel, 
rather, tnat out of your sense of fair- 
ness,not to say generosity,yc u ars will- 
ing to concede, without condemning, 
that amcng mortals mistakes are liable 
even after the "most painstaking ef- 
forts and despite the most sedulous 
care." 
He would be a thoughtless 


man, indeed, and surely a rash man, 
who would enter upon the duties of the 
superintendence* in this county with- 
out some fear and trembling. To do 
so, he would have to forget that the 
welfare of eleven thousand school 
children depends in greater or less de- 
gree upon the fidelity and the efficien- 
cy with which he discharges those 
duties. 
The experience of the past 


three years has served to reveal to me 
more of the responsibility which at- 
taches to the superintendency than was 
ever before apparent. But while that 
exerience has given clearer views of 
duty.it has also been reassuring. It 
has brought me face to face with hun- 
dreds of the earnest parents of Bed- 


in the disbursement and application of 
this money to school purposes. It 
clothes you with a discretionary power 
in the management of school affairs 
such as few corporate bodies on the 
earth enjoy. And upon you is laid in 
no small measure not only the guard- 
ianship of the school interests of the 
people, but also

ous in importance. 


It is fortunate, therefore, that, as a 


rule, our directors are intelligent men, 
imbued with the true school spirit.

rather than much money will pro- 
vide. Upon your vote depends whether 
the school building of to-day shall be 
any better in architecture and equip- 
ment than the one our fathers built; 
whether the teacher shall be a live, 
able, progressive leader of our children, 
a teacher in fact no less than in name,

touch with tbe two hundred and forty- 
six school d'rectors of this county, 
most of whom are laboring with heart 
and hand, with judgment and patience, 
but without pecuniary compensation, 
to promote the school interests of their 
respective districts. Such an expert- 
encs is calculated not only to train one 
to do the routine duties of his office 
with greater ease and presumably with 
greater dispatch, but, more than all, it 
is uvghty to inspire and encourage him 
in the larger work of instilling a deeper 
reverence for the common school and 
arousing a more lively interest in pop- 
ular education. 


This occasion aft'oids us all the 


pleasure of meeting together. I can 
siarc-ly resist the temptation to take 
advantage of the opportunity to talk' 
to you, or confer with you, with re- 
gard to many matters of vital import 
to the public schools.

Comes to the Weil-Known Naval OIHcer and 


the Popular Poet and Komancer of 


the Mining Camps. 


W. T SAMPSON. 


Eea r - A d m i r a 1 
W. T. Sampson, 
retired, died at his 
home in Washing- 
ton, D C ,on Tues- 
day. The imme- 
diate c a u s e of 
death was a se- 
vere cerebral hem- 
orrhage. 


William Thom- 


as Sampson was born.February 9, 1840, 
at Palmyra, N. Y. He spent much of 
his boyhood tramping from farm house 
to farm house with his father, asking 
for a day's work. Between chores he 
studied. The boy's efforts to make the 
most of his slender opportunities for 
study attracted attention, and Con- 
gressman Morgan was persuaded to 
appoint him a naval cadet in 1857 
Four years later, after a record in the 
naval academy that put him at the 
head of his class, he became a midship- 
man and went off to war. He got his 
lieutenant's commission in 1862 He 
was on the ironclad Patapsco, of the 
South Atlantic blockading squadron, 
as executive officer when that vessel 
was blown up by a mine at Charleston, 
S. C., in 1865. Lieutenant Sampson 
narrowly escaped death, only 25 out of 
100 members of the crew being saved. 


After the war Sampson was at the 


naval academy for three years as an 
instructor and until late in 1873 cruised 
in European waters. 
In August, 1874, 


he was commissioned commander. 


He spent several years at sea and at the 


naval observatory. He was superintend- 
ent of the naval academy frcra!886 to 
1890. In 1893 he becime chief of the 
ordnance bureau. 
There was some 


surprise through the country, when it 
was announced in March, 1898, that if 
war with Spain be declared, the presi- 
dent would ask the senate to put 
Sampson, then a captain, at the head 
of the fleet assembling at Key West. 
The blockade of Havana, the bombard- 
ment of Sin Juan and the blockade of 
Santiago, which ended with the de 
struction of the Spanish fleet.followed. 
In July, 1808, Sampson received his 
comm'ssion as commodore. March 3, 
1S9D, the naval reorganization bill 
made him a rear-admiral.

story about his trip. The first day he 
ran most of the time, fearing his par- 
ents might send for him and take him 
back, and covered 45 miles. He stop- 
ped at Deny, in Westmoreland county, 
where he found a kind woman, who 
gave him food and shelter. 
He re- 


mained with her until Wednesday 
noon and spent the night with a fam- 
ily along the road. 
He arrived at 


Huntingdon Friday evening and stayed 
over night with an official of the H. 
& B. T. railroad. This gentleman 
gave George a pass over his road and 
the boy walked from Mt Dallas to 
Bedford on Saturday. There are sev- 
eral tunnels along the route. While 
he was going through one of them a 
train entered and the youthful traveler 
coolly laid down by the side of the 
track until the cars whizzed past him 
He walked over the top of the long 
tunnel at Gallitz'n.

Upon the Stanislaus" and other poems 
which had a wide circulation. In 
186S he became the editor of the Oner 
land Monthly and in that journal pub- 
lished "The Luck of Roaring Cai>p,' 
which 
gave 
him 
national 
fame. 


Through it he became a regular con- 
tributor to the Atlantic HonOily. One 
day, half in idleness, Harte wrote 
"The Heathen Chinee" and Wi it in 
his desk. A few months later, when 
there was a sudden call for copy in tbe 
Overlaiul Monthly office, Harte found 
the poem and gave it to the printer 
It spread like wildfire and became a 
household word in America and Eag 
land.

Sunday morning Mrs. Solomon V 


kinson, of Chaneysville, committed 
suicide while her husband and Abel 
Johnson, who boarded at her home, 
were at church. After the menreturn' 
rd to the house Mr. Wilkinson went to 
feed soma stock. 
When he entered 


the cow stable he was horrified to find 
his wife hanging limp and lifeless with 
one end of au old bridle rein around 
her neck and the other end attached to 
a ladder overhead. 
The distracted 


husb&nd summoned help and a large 
number of neighbors soon assembled 
in the outbuilding. 
Justice of the 


Pjaee M. F. Pardew was called and he 
selected six men to view the body of 
the suicide. 
The corpse was then 


taken into the house, where the in- 
quest was held. 
The jury's decision 


was to the effect that the deceased 
came to her death by hanging herself 
with a leather strap. The jurors were 
Elzi McE'fish, Thomas Fetters, A. L. 
Tewell, H. 0. Swartzwelder, Joshua 
Howeare and A. J. Wilson. 
The 


women who were present took charge 
of the body and prepared it for burial. 


The motive for the appalling act is a 


mystery, Mrs. Wilkinson was a most 
worthy wom&n. 
Her kindness and 


unselfishness had endeared her to her 
neighbors, by whom she was affec- 
tionately called "Aunt Bsekie." She 
was an especial friend of the sick and 
afforded comfort and relief to miny a 
sufferer. 
Her home life was peaceful 


and apparently happy. The relations 
between her and her husband were 
cordial. There seemed to bo no cloud 
to darken their threshold. 
For the 


past month Mrs. Wilkinson was ill 
with neuralgia, and that her suffering 
may have driven her to take her life is 
the only plausible theory advanced as 
to the cause which led to the suicide. 
The deed was deliberalely planned. 
Mrs. Wilkinson, after performing her 
usual household duties and putting 
some j :lly in dishes for dinner, went 
to the stable and secured the rein of 
an old bridle. In one end of this she 
made a slip knot and tied the other 
end to a ladder suspended from the 
joists of the building. She then stood 
on a little milkmaid's stool and after 
putting her head through the loop 
kicked the stool away and was stran- 
gled to death. Her determination to 
die is shown by the fact that if she 
had stood upright on the ground she 
could have removed the noose from her 
neck.

seven years old. Her husband, who is 
a shoemaker by trade, survives her.

IMPERIALISM, Republican admin- 


istration has been 


floundering from one quagmire to 
another until it at last plunged head- 
long into the slough of despond. The 
blood-bought Philippines furnished an 
avenue for the exploitation of imperi- 
alistic ideas which the party in power 
was quick to take advantage of and 
now the atrocities which have resulted 
from the effort to follow in the foot- 
steps of John Bull appal the whole civil- 
ized world. Even the most sanguinary 
satrap of the clique which has led the 
government so far from the old land- 
marks which have held the country in 
peace, safety and concord for so many 
years is HOW alarmed by the outcome 
of our attempt to annihilate a race 
which is struggling for freedom. The 
leading Republican statesmen and jour- 
nalists have scathingly denounced the 
burn and kill methods of warfare prac- 
tised by American soldiers in the Phil- 
ippines and cow they openly declare 
that the officer who acknowledges that 
he gave the command to make Samar 
a howling wilderness should be dishon- 
orably discharged from the service. 
They seem to be anxious to find a 
scapegoat upon which to place the re- 
sponsibility for the reprehensible con- 
duct of Uncle Sam's soldiers. 


Although Gen. Jacob H. Smith 


did ou.VWeyler Weyler when he gave 
the brutal order to kill all Filipinos 
ovei ten years of age, he is not guilty 
of all the outrages committed in th» 
name of imperialism. There are some 
who "had the pleasure of hanging- 
many Filipinos" and still others who 
took fiendish delight in administering 
the "water cure." 


But while the pernicious practices 


indulged in in the Philippines are 
enough to make every humane man and 
patriotic American blush with shame, 
there is a crying evil nearer home that 
should also arouse the righteous indig- 
nation of the freemsn of this country. 
The investigation of a reputable New 
York newspaper has established the 
fact that the British war office is main- 
taining four straight-out army posts 
in the United States and conducting 
them on astrict military basis. Sorgt. 
James T. Carmody, who recently was 
honorably discharged from the .British, 
remount commission in this country 
after eight months' service, declares : 


"That four British military estab- 


lishments are now maintained on the 
neutral soil of the United States. That 
these military depota,in Louisiana and 
Missouri, are conducted in precisely 
the same way; the men in them are 
under the same discipline as in like 
remount establishments in England, 
South Africa and Canada—save that 
the king's officers on duty in this coun- 
try do not wear uniforms. 


"The officers of the war-supply de- 


pots in the United States were ordered 
to duty here by the British war office, 
•under whose direct control they are. 
Not one of them can get leave of 
absence unless he gets it from the war 


office. 


"The service in this country, while 


considered very desirable, counts as 
war service and helps to promotion. 


"The vast majority of the officers on 


duty in the United States have been 
detached from their regiments. 
The 


officer 
in 
command here, Col. de 


Burgh, is the assistant inspector of 
remounts in the British army. 


"The British admiralty works in 


accord with the army-supply camps in 
the United States and engages the 
transports that carry horses and mules 
from New Orleans to South Africa. 


"It is not probable that the remount 


establishment has shipped guns or 
ammunition from the United States. 
But many muleteers on the transports 
have enlisted after arriving in South 
Africa. 


"The British servieelin America is 


being carried on without regard to 
extent of expenditures. This gener- 
osity is intended to pacify Americans 
and keep them quiet. Official figures 
prove that up to last October the 
British shipped 239,000 horses and 
mules from this country to South 
Africa and expended 547,000,000 here." 


In speaking of the British army 


posts in this country Sergeant Car- 
mody says that these two facts re- 
main: 


"I know by experience—for I've 


been there in the cavalry—that if the 
British army in South Africa was not 


sent affidavits of men who have sailed 
with stock for British army use to 
Secretary of State Hay. It is claimed 
by those who are in favor of fair play 
ind justice that the treaty of Wash- 
ington, entered into between Great 
Britain and the United States May 8, 


1871, 
should apply in this instance. It 


is held that the provisions of that 
treaty clearly make the operations of 
the British in Louisiana and Missouri 
a violation of the laws of neutrality, 
particularly the second section of 
Article VI., which reads: 


"Not to permit or suffer either bel- 


ligerent to make use of its ports or 
waters as the base of naval operations 
against the other, or for the purpose 
of renewal or augmentation of mili- 
tary supplies or arms, or the recruit- 
ment of men." 


Of course the administration made a 


perfunctory examination of the facts 
referred to by Louisiana's executive 
But Colonel Crowder, who was sent 
south to make 
an 
investigation, 


reports that he finds, on the whole, thai 
there is nothing to justify the claims 
of a violation of neutrality; that there 
is no evidence of recruitment of men 
or the shipment of arms to South 
Africa for use against the Boers. 


Congress should make a thorough 


and impartial investigation of this 
matter and ascertain if Sergeant Car- 
mody's charges are well founded, and 
if they are, should act promptly, in 
accordance with the laws of the coun- 


try.

Coudemued In Missouri and Confiscated In 


New York. 


Judge Clarke, of St. Louis, has con 


victed and fined heavily a number of 
grocers for selling baking powders con- 
taining alum. 


The week before the Health Depart- 


ment of New York seized a quanity of 
stuff being sold for baking powder 
which they found was made from alum 
mixed with ground rock, and dumped 
it into the river. 


The Health Authorities are thus 


taking effective means to prevent the 
introduction into our markets of in- 
jurious substitutes in place of whole- 
some taking powders. 


As alum costs only two cents a 


pound, there is a great temptation for 
those manufacturers who make substi- 
tutes and imitation goods, to use it. 
Alum baking powders can be detected 
by the health authorities by chemical 
analysis, but the ordinary housekeeper, 
whose assistance in protecting the 
health of the people is important, can- 
not make a chemical examination. 
She may easily know the alum pow- 
ders, however, from the fact that they 
are sold at from ten to twenty cents 
for a pound can, or that some prize— 
like a spoon, or glass, or piece of crock- 
ery, or wooden ware—is given with the 
powder as an inducement. 


As the people continue to realize the 


importance of this subject and consum- 
ers insist on having baking powder of 
established name and character, and 
as the health authorities continue their 
vigorous crusades, the alum danger 
will, it is hoped, finally be driven from 
our homes.

PETEK DELIVERED FKOM PRISON. 


Acts 12-1-19. Read the chapter. 


GOLDES TEXT.—"The angel of the Lord 


encampeth round about them that fear Him 
and delivereth them." Psalm 34:7. 


It was at this time that King Herod 


began to illtreat some of the members 
of the church. He had James, the 
brother of John, put to the sword; and 
when he saw that the Jews were 
pleased with this, he went further and 
arrested Peter as well. 
(This was 


during the 
festival of unleavened 


bread.) After seeing Peter, Herod put 
him in prison and entrusted him to the 
keeping of four guards of fonr soldiers 
each, meaning to bring him up after 
the Passover before the people.

Peter was kept in prison, but mean- 
while the prayers of the church were 
being earnestly offered to God in his 
behalf. 


On the very night before the day on 


which Herod meant to bring him up 
for trial Peter was asleep between two 
soldiers, fastened to them with two 
chains, while thorp worn snnt.rins in 
front of the door, guarding the prison. 
All at once an angel of the -Lord stood 
by him and a light shone in his cell. 
The angel struck Peter en the side and 
roused him, saying as he did so: "Get 
up quickly." 


The chains dropped from his wrists 


and the angel said: "Put on your 
belt and your sandals." 


When Peter had done so the angel 


added : "Throw your cloak round you 
ana follow me." 


Peter went out and followed the 


angel, without knowing that what wae 
happening under the angel's guidance 
was real, but under the impression 
that he was seeing a vision.

He possesses certain 
elements of character not generally 
found in politicians; he has evidently 
studied the motto emblazoned on the 
groves of the Academy—"Man, know 
thyself"—and this has been the study 
of his life. 


Springing from the ranks of the 


people, he has labored earl; and late 


that mandate; he neither 


drinks nor smokes and seldom swears. 
He is a hard student, an omnivorous 
reader, never sparing himself, though 
frequently considerate of others, the 
character of the man is not apt to 
excite affection, but he has an abund- 
ance of that quality which inspires 
reverence and respect and which pro- 
tects him frequently in the hour of 
danger, as a powder magazine is pro- 
tected by an armor of chilled steel. 
When he was governor of the state of 
New York he held the political power 
of his party as firmly as the Emperor 
of Russia holds the power of his vast 
domain and stands for a hundred mill- 
ions of the human race, the sole arbiter 
of life and death. In the zenith of his 
fame he left the governorship of the 
state of New York for a seat in the 
United States senate and as another 
evidence of his superlative power, not 
only commanded the legislature to 
elect him to that high and honorable 
position, but he carried with him as his 
colleague Mr. Murphy, a Democratic 
leader to whom he was indebted in 
times past for various distinguished 
services. It was supposed when David 
B. Hill reached the senate of the United 
States that he would be utterly ex- 
tinguished there. Never wu a greater 
mistake. He suffered nothing in com- 
parison with his senatorial colleagues, 
either 
Democratic 
or Republican, 


After six years of honorable service he 
stepped down and out to make way for 
his successor. He was finally induced 
to accept the renomination for governor 
and Buffered the most disastrous politi- 
cal defeat of his life, without a mur- 
mur of complaint. 


His aspirations for the presidency 


were known by his party and he en- 
tered the national convention with the 
support of his own state. Here again 
he was doomed to defeat by a man 
whose name was unknown outside 
of his own state, but who became 
the ideal of Democracy, with a general 
acceptance having no parallel within 
my memory. 


Go where you will in political circles 


in the city of New York, and you will 
hear the name of David B. Hill as a 
possible candidate for the presidency 
more frequently than any other man, 
but it U a long time to our national 
convention. There may be some won- 
derful changes between that time and 
the present, but we have only to exer- 
cise our patience and for the nation's 
verdict we must watch and wait. 


Although w» live in a very wicked 


world and are prone to evil, as the

less forced to admit that, mixed up 
with our sins and shortcomings, there 
exists a broad humanity and benev- 
olent power, which wonld save a much 
worse place than either Sodom or 
Gomorrah.

Inspectors will 
be appointed whose business it will be 
to see that everything will be kept as 
clean as can be and the amount of 
apace demanded by our laws for each 
Individual will be insisted on. The 
inspectors frill be granted almost 
absolute power to insist upon the ob- 
servance of the rules laid down for the 
government of the occupants. It is 
not merely an experiment. It has 
been tried with success in England 
and has paid a respectable dividend on 
the capital invested. While Andrew 
Carnegie is disposing of his enormous 
capital for the purpose of giving young 
men and women of limited means a 
higher education the question arises, 
and it is a very serious one, whether 
he is disposing of his surplus cash in a 
manner most satisfactory to the de- 
mands of humanity. Education is an 
excellent thing. Without it there is 
no progress in the world and while a 
college education is an excellent thing 
for a young man or a young woman to 
start life with, would it not be wisdom 
to assist that clasa whose lot in life is 
labor ? We will have scholars, but we 
also need street sweepers, bricklayers, 
carpenters and smiths, and is it not 
remarkable that a majority of benev- 
olent capitalists never had the ad- 
vantages of a college education '.' Take 
the men of to-day who command the 
mightiest fortunes of which history 
gives us any record and not one in ten 
has had the advantages of a college 
education. All the great inventions 
which have given the present day 
supremacy over the ages that are pant 
have been tbe work of men in the 
middle class of life who received their 
education in the common schools. 


lake Watt, Stevenson, Arkwright, 


Stephen Whitney, the inventor of the 


the present holders of colossal for- 
tunes. Early life found them in the 
factory or the field. Take Andrew 
Carnegie himself, the owner of a for- 
tune which has no parallel in history 
he controls the enormous sum of over 
three hundred millions of dollars. 
John D. Rockefeller, onother example 
of financial greatness; Jay Gould, the 
first generation of Vanderbilts, Hunt- 
ington, Hopkins, Stamford, Crocker 
and hundreds of others who could be 
named never saw the inside of a col- 
lege. There will and must be class 
division in society to have a whole- 
tame and healthful body corporate. 
There will be as long as tbe worlc 
shall stand a class to command and a 
class to serve, this requirement is ab- 
solute for the happiness of both, The 
accretion of wealth requires one kind 
of ability, the power to dispose of it 
another.

AMOS J. CUMMINGS. 


JournallBt, Soldier ot Fortune and Con- 


gressman. 


Representative Amos J. Cummings, 


of New York.died at the Church Home 
and Infirmary in Baltimore on Friday, 
of pneumonia, consequent upon a sur- 
gical operation. 


The New York Sim in its sketch of 


his life says: "For many years Mr. 
Cummings was known all over the 
United States as an able and hustling 
newspaper man. He was by turns a 
printer, a soldier of fortune, a re- 
porter, an editor and a congressman. 
He was always a Democrat, and yet he 
had many friends in the Republican 


t 


"He was born in Conkling, Broome 


county, N. Y., May 15, 1841, and with 
his parents moved to Camptown, N. J. 
He came to New York city when very 
young, and he was a typical New York 
boy to the day of his death. 


"His father and grandfather were 


clergymen and wrote for denomina- 
tional periodicals. His father had a 
printing shop and in it Mr. Cummings 
learned to stick type. Like most of 
the printers of those days he was B 
rover. He had also a martial temper- 
ament. 


"He was a boy with Walker in the 


last invasion of Nicaragua. It has uol 
been settled in the minds of many 
historians whether Walker was a free- 
booter or a patriot, but he lived a 
romantic life and it ended in ft swifl 
death. He had a motley, nondescript 
army, made up of adventurers from 
many countries of all ages, and one oJ 
the freest of all his free companions 
was the journeyman printer, Amos J 
Cummings. 


"Cummings was then 17 years old 


but had stood up against printers 
cases for half a dozen years and seen 
life in all parts of the United States 
He often said he went with Walker 
because he imagined Walker was a 
new Napoleon, and that he (Cummings 
might rise to be one of his marshals 
Cummings, however, never got to b a 
higher than a high private. 


"Gen. William Walker is almost for 


gotten by the people of this genera 
tion, but forty-five years ago he was a 
conspicuous figure in the affairs of 
Central America and a live factor in 
the politics of. the United States. As 
a filibuster Walker occupies a place in 
history as distinctly as any of the 
famous buccaneers of the last century 
Walker was a young man, only 29 
when he formed his scheme of eon 
quest and only 36 when he laat saw 
the sun glinting the barrels of his 
executioners. 


"In 1853 with a handful of men he 


took possession of Lower California 
and intended to seize the state o: 
Lonora but was dislodged. He landec 
in Nicaragua with fifty-six men, hal: 
of whom were shot in the first battle 
for conquest. 
But he joined forces 


with a victorious native general and 
was made commander-in-chief of thi 
Niearaguan army. Walker shot right 
and left and proclaimed himself presi 
dent of Nicaragua. Several times he 
was captured, but always released. At 
.ast, September 12, 1860, he was triec 
ay court-martial and shot. 


n congress. He was a delegate to the 
Democratic national conventions of 
893 and 
189C. 


"He was a member of Typographical 


Union No. 6, president of the New York 
Press club for four years and a member 
of the American Wheelman's League, 
le was the ranking Democratic mem- 
wr of the house of representatives 
com- 


mittee on naval affairs and worked in- 
cessantly for a great navy for the 
Jnited States."

Walker expeditions Englishmen fresh 
from Sebastopol, Hungarians who had 
bled under Kossnth, red-skirted Ital- 
ans who had ridden behind Garibaldi 
and Indians who were descended from 
Toltecs and Aztecs. Cummings used 
to chant for the pleasure of his 
friends: 


"How 
wonld you like a soldier's life 


On the plains of JWcara-Rool 
Marching away and fighting all.day, 
Nothing to eat and as much to pay.

When the civil war came Mr. Cum- 


mings enlisted in the Twenty-sixth New 
Jersey Infantry and fought at Antie- 
tam, Chancellorsville and at Freder- 
icksburg. He distinguished himself by 
his bravery at St. Mary's Heights and 
was rewarded with honorable mention 
and a medal from congress. 
He re- 


turned from the war with the rank of 
sergeant-maj or. 


He became a compositor on the New 


York Tribune and helped protect the 
Tribune office when it was attacked by 
the Draft Riot mobs in 1863. Several 
years later he became editor of the 
Weekly Tribune and in 1869 joined the 
staff of the New York Sun. Later 
he traveled through the west and south 
sending letters to the Sun under the 
signature of 'Ziska.' Still later Mr. 
Cummings was made managing editor 
of the Sun. 


"Mr. Cummings was first sent to con- 


gress in 1886 by the county Democracy. 
He was made managing editor of the 
Evening Sun and declined a renomina- 
tion. In 1889 he was nominated and 
elected to congress by Tammany to the 
vacancy created by the death of Samuel 
S. Cox (Sunset) and served 'until his 
death. All told, he served eight terms

WITH A LAME BACK? 


It used to lie said that a stranger who 


was visiting New York for the first 
time and asked his hotel clerk for ad- 
vice as to what lie should do on Sun- 
day morning would find his doubts 
quickly reduced to the alternative, "Go 
over to Brooklyn and hear Beecher" or 
"Go to Grace church and see Brown." 
No prelate of the Episcopal church was 
so widely known cither in or beyond his 
New York dioeese as this valiant 
guardian of old Grace, whose income, 
it was estimated, was greater than 
that of any man in the cloth and whose 
power in society was even more feared 
than that of any bishop. 


He received his appointment as sex- 


ton from the Rev. Dr. Thomas House 
Taylor, and. while Dr. Taylor has been 
long forgotten. Sexton Brown is still 
almost as much remembered in the 
great city a? Jim Fisk, A. T. Stewart or 
Charles Delmonico. 


Brown would cultivate the acquaint- 


ance of head waiters and cooks, secur- 
ing the latest information as to the 
social plans of their masters and mis- 
tresses, and whenever he learned that 
a party or a ball was under considera- 
tion he would offer his services to de- 
liver the invitations or look after the 
comfort of the guests or superintend 
their arrival and departure in their 
carriages. 
Beginning in this humble 


way, it was not long before he gained 
the good will of distinguished patrons. 


His authoritative manner, too, was 


admirable for such occasions. Indeed 
the host himself could hardly issue a 
command to his menials with the 
suavely peremptory emphasis which 
Brown employed. Such was his de- 
portment and such his trustworthy 
zeal that it was said that no one in 
Grace church could be properly feasted 
or buried or could even say his prayers 
without the assistance of Brown, and 
eventually it became something-like a 
dictum in a large portion of society 
that nobody cotild be married in New 
York in truly first class style unless 
Brown's presence blessed the bridfl 
party. 


Nor did any detail that might be 


wanting for the personal comfort of 
the congregation escape his vigilant 
eye. It was a habit of old Peter Stuy- 
vesant, for example, to keep in his pew 
a thermometer. As soon as he had tak- 
en his seat he would consult it. One 
winter morning when the temperature 
was extremely low the furnaces of the 
church got out of order, and Brown's 
assistants were able to force through 
them only enough heat to lessen the 
chill a little. It occurred to Brown that 
the condition of the atmosphere would 
not be conducive to either the piety or 
the comfort of the aged Stnyvesant. 
When the old gentleman arrived with- 
in the porch of the church, he was 
shivering with the cold, but without 
attracting his attention Brown, who 
knew that the first thing he would do 
would be to step into his pew and ex- 
amine the thermometer, slipped in 
ahead, pressed one of his fat fingers to 
the little glass bulb and chuckled as he 
saw the mercury usicnd to 72. When 
Stuyvesant reached the pew, he con- 
sulted the thermometer as usual, look- 
ed around wonderingly, but evidently 
concluded that the church must be 
warm enough and, that therefore it 
mnst be h'mself who was cold. 


Brown's 
funeral 
was 
marked by 


much of the pomp and circumstance 
which he himself had so often provided 
for the rich and the great. The wits 
said that it was the first in forty years 
that had been a perfectly correct per- 
formance without his individual guid- 
ance. He had died in the little town of 
Brandford one August night in 1SSO. 
There he had been in the habit of tak- 
ing his summer rest. 
He had been 


o\ercome by the heat while attending 
a wedding at Riandford. nnd that sum- 
mer he complained, probably for the 
first time in his life, of ill health. 
One 


of his orders was that his body should 
be placed in a casket of polished Span- 
ish cedar. 


A more ponderous casket had never 


been carried up the aisle of Grace 
church. 
It was rich with silver and 


velvet. 
It was so heavy—its interior 


being larze enough for two ordinary 
corpses—that the eight Knights Tem- 
plars who bore it into the church al- 
most staggered with their burden. 
Upon it lay their coeked hats with wav- 
ing ostrich plumes. Within the chancel 
stood four of the clergy, in the pews 
were the representatives of some of the 
proudest families of the city, and a 
long line of men and women filed into 
the church showing all the signs of sor- 
row for an old friend and neighbor. 


On the left hand side of Grace church 


as one turns after entering the porch 
under the bell tower and near where 
Brown was wont for more than a gen- 
eration to take his station every Sun- 
day is a shining brass tablet. It was 
there placed by members of the congre- 
gation in token of him who is described 
upon it as "The Faithful Sexton" and 
whom they "gladly recall for his fideli- 
ty, his generosity and his stainless in- 
tegrity." 
it is next to the bas-relief 


which commemorates the virtues of the 
illustrious Cadivnllader D. Coklen. once 
mayor of New 
York—what greater 


posthumous glory would Brown have 
craved?—and is not les» conspicuous 
than the old tablet on the opposite side 
which was erected to the memory of 
Henry Brevoort. whose family was de- 
rived' in "unbroken descent from the 
colonists of New Netherlands."—Ladies' 
Home Journal.

RAFTS OF GNAT EGGS. 


Their Floatlnpr Illustrates n Cnrloas 


Property of Water. 


Many simple experiments show that 


the surface of water possesses a prop- 
erty which causes it to resist the pas- 
sage of bodies either from above or be- 
low. This is true not only of oonpy wa- 
ter, but of the cleanest and purest wa- 
ter as well. A sheet of tine gauze tend* 
to float, because, its weight being wide- 
ly distributed, each of the numerous 
separate wires is resisted by the sur- 
face fllm so that the water cannot 
readily pass through the meshes. 


Insects and plants Utilize this fact in 


many interesting ways. Some water 
plants whose leaves float on the water 
have a very simple contrivance to keep 
the upper surfaces of the leaves dry. 
This consists of a great number of mi- 
nute hairs covering the tops of the 
leaves. Water cannot penetrate among 
these hairs even when the leaves are 
forced down beneath the surface. 


The little rafts of eggs that gnats set 


afloat on the water arc kept from sink- 
ing and from being upset through this 
same principle. The tiny eggs have 
their points all upward, and they are 
glued together so closely that, while 
there is open space all around the point 
of each egg, yet the width of these 
spaces is so slight that water cannot 
readily pass through. You may again 
and again upset such an egg raft, but 
it will right itself e\ery time, and the 
upper surface will remain dry.

DISCOMFORTS IN GREECE. 


A Place Wliere Hie Eye Rather Than 


Hie Palate If* Grutiileil. 


Excepting Japan, southern Italy and 


the Tyrol, no country compares with 
Greece in the beauty of its landscapes. 
It is not a land for luxurious people, 
however. The climate is more to be 
recommended than the hotels, but the 
natural scenery has a variety, a rich- 
ness and a color that no other part of 
Europe affords. 
The foliage and the 


flowers are abundant and beautiful, 
and in the rural districts the people 
are picturesque in manners, customs 
and dress. Their habits and social life 
have not been affected by what we call 
tne advances of modern civilization. 


In 
public conveniences, however, 


Greece is still far behind' the times. 
Athens is the only place whore the ho- 
tels are tolerable, and travelers who go 
into the interior must take their own 
provisions and bedding. 
Even those 


who make little excursions by carriage 
for a single day in the neighborhood of 
Athens umst carry a lunch basket, be- 
cause the inns are primitive and lilthy. 
Railway facilities arc limited. 
With 


a few exceptions the roads are bad, 
but they are gradually improving, and 
most of the centers of great interest to 
tourists may now be reached by car- 
riage. 
Only a few years ago travelers 


had to go on horseback or on foot, as 
they do in the Holy Land. Even now 
those who visit some of the most inter- 
esting places have to put up with dis- 
comforts, inconveniences and a good 
deal of dirt and bad smells, although 
they are fully repaid.—Chicago Record- 
Herald.
